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Faculty blasts Ballesteros 


An unfavorable evaluation 
of David Ballesteros, dean of 
the school of arts and sciences, 
which had been withheld since 
its completion over a year ago, 
was released to the school’s 
general faculty on March 27 by 
President James Bond’s of- 
fice. 

Bond, in referring to the 
evaluation results, said ‘‘the 
results have been and con- 


Rape probe 


A female student was the 
victim of a rape attempt April 
9, according to Women’s Ad- 
vocate, Kathleen Barry. The 
incident took place ip the 
women’s restroom on the 
ground floor of the Education 
building at 3:50 p.m. 

This is the second such in- 
cident this semester, the first 
being in the women’s res- 
troom in Douglass Hall. 

The campus police, 
however, said that two ir- 
cidents were reported within 
an hour of each other that day, 
but that they were peeping 
Toms, not attempted rapes. 
Both incidents occurred in the 
women’s restroom on the 
ground floor of the Education 
building. 

No suspects were ap- 
prehended, but the security 
police do have a general des- 


eription, 


tinue to be discussed with the 
Dean (Ballesteros), with the 
hope that there can be 
substantial improvement in 
the management and leader- 
ship in the School of Arts and 
Sciences.” 

A committee approved by 
the Academic Council to 
evaluate Ballesteros’ per- 
formance was elected by the 
school’s faculty in Feb. 1973 
andconducted interviews with 
department chairs and 
various faculty totalling 59 
persons for approximately 
three months. 

The report revealed that 
faculty generally felt that 


Ballesteros ‘‘lacked effective 
leadership, lacked adequate 
information about the School 
of Arts and Sciences, tended to 
deal more in personal terms 
than...issues, and lacked the 
ability or willingness ade- 
quately to advance and 
protect the interests of the 
school at the university level.” 

Of the 59 individuals inter- 
viewed, 34 expressed 
negative, 12 neutral, and 11 
favorable opinions of 
Ballesteros performance. 

In_ addition, a _ faculty 
survey resulted in ratings that 
renged between adequate and 
poor. 


FFC may join KERS probe 


A citizen’s complaint may 
ve filed soon with the Federal 
Communications Commission 
against campus radio station 
KERS ‘‘editorializing on the 
air.” 

The compiaint, made by 
Wiliam J. Brown, alleges that 
a KERS disc jockey made 
remarks pertaining to an 
anonymous letter in the 
Homet criticizing a recent 
week-long ‘‘Black Marathon” 
music program. : 

According to Station 
Manager Marx Decker, the 
disc jockey was said to have 
commented on the author’s 


“‘courage”’ over the air. 

FCC rules prohibit 
‘educational radio stations,”’ 
such as KERS, to editorialize 
outside the context of a 
specified ‘“‘news program.” 
The alleged comments came 
during a musica! program. 


Brown's letter stated that 
unless a formal retraction of 
the editorial is made soon, he 
will send a letter and a tape of 
that particular show to the 
FCC office in San Francisco. 
Possible ramifications of this 
violation could include the loss 
of the station’s license.

The Faculty Senate reaf- 
firmed an_ evaluation of 


Women’s Advocate Kathleen 
Barry done in the spring 1974 
semester and condemned the 
university administration for 
eliminating her position 
without any consultation from 
faculty, students and staff at 
Wednesday's meeting. 

Barry received a letter 
from. Vice President for Ad- 
ministration Darrell Inabnit 
notifying her that she would be 
terminated and her positioned 
eliminated as of June 1. She 
said numerous meetings that 
were scheduled with 
President James Bond to dis- 
cuss an evaluation of her job 
and role of Women’s Advocate 
were cancelled. 

“She has been summarily 
dismissed without any con- 
sultation from faculty and 
students... am just 
incensed,’’ said Barbara 
O’Conner, senate parliamen- 
tarian. 

O’Connor referred to last 
Wednesday's Faculty Senate 
executive committee meeting 
where she said Inabnit in- 
dicated ‘‘they (the ad- 
ministration) were thinking 
about an office of human 
relations.” 

Other executive committee 
members also indicated that 
Inabnit made some ‘‘off-hand, 
informal comments on the 
problems of advocacy on cam- 


pus. 

Charles Gregory, an 
English professor, said he 
wanted to Clarity the Faculty 
Senate position. ‘‘We have two 
issues here,’’ he said. ‘‘We’re 
criticizing abolishing a 
position without an evaluation 
of the person or the job and ad- 
ministration action without 
consultation with faculty and 
students.”’

The Senate agreed and 
decided to include that in- 
formation in the resolution. 

Other mémbers of the 
Senate protested what they 
termed as ‘‘unilateral action”’ 
by the university ad- 
ministration. 

Dorothy Sexter, a history 
professor, said the Faculty 
Senate conducted an 
evaluation of the Women’s Ad- 
vocate in the spring 1974 
semester and ‘*the 
overwhelming consensus was 
continuation of the position.”’ 

And Sandra Barkdull, as- 
sociate dean of arts and 
sciences, said ‘‘the Women’s 
Advocate is a unique position 
and it’s ironic that after her 
position is being eliminated 
she’s being asked to go allover 
the country and California to 
speak about it.”’ 


In other action the Senate: 

—Agreed to send a reply to 
a letter published in the Sac- 
ramento Bee, Union and 
Observer written by Virna M. 
Canson, regional director of 
NAACP, deneuncing the 
recent faculty referendum on 
Bond as ‘‘racism.”’ 

Bagar Zaidi, the faculty 
senate chair, said, ‘‘I want the 
community to know I am nut 
racist. I tiink we would be 
remiss if we did not tell the 
community at large that we 
are not racist.” 

Zaidi said that in a meeting 
with Bond, the president in- 
dicated ‘‘he wishes to disas- 
sociate himself from such ac- 
cusation.”’ 

—Agreed to recommend to 
the administration that a 
Swahili professor be hired 
immediately and that if two 
vacancies are to be replaced 
in the French department, 
they be replaced at an 
equivalent level.

An astounding 2,292 ballots 
were cast Wednesday alone in 
the Associated Students elec- 
tion.

KERS: A question of fairness?

In response to the crashing 


events of the past two weeks 
concerning the ‘Black 
Marathon’ on KERS, my 
views are readily printable 
after long consideration and 
thoughtwork. 

For some reason, the sub-

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Criticizes Marathon’’ came to 
print. 

In addition, The Hornet 
received criticism for its 
placement of the Letters to 
The Editor dealing with the 
‘Black Marathon.’ Although 
the position delegated to 
various letters was not as pre- 
judicial as the group pointed 
out, the fact remains: 
placement of Letters to the 
Editor is not an editorial 
decision. 

William J. Brown may soon 
be filing a complaint with the 
FCC over what Brown called, 
‘Editorializing on the Air.’ The 
KERS jock made remarks 
concerning the letter criticiz- 
ing the Black Marathon. 


It is evident te many 
listeners that KERS has 
slowly become more Soul-Jazz 
oriented, a valuable source of 
entertainment of which I am 
not in opposition personally. 
However, what in the way of 
Bluegrass or Country music is 
offered? Or in the way of Clas- 
sical music? Very little! 

I agree that the major 
group of listeners on KERS 
are blacks, at least they seem 
to be the most sufpportive of all 
groups. In opposition, the ma- 
jority of the staff are white and 
do not lean so heaviiy toward 
Rhythm & Blues, but rather 
toward the likes of Bob Dylan 
Moody Blues, Elton John and 
maybe Mahvishnu Orchestra. 

Among the staff of both 
semesters, racist white males 
have provoked hostile 
behavior between both fac- 
tions. 

In as much as can be 
figured, both groups are 
Struggling for an existence in 
the Communications Field. 
All the station's departments 
and disc jockeys have 
alienated themselves com- 
pletely. When the program 
department of such a station is 





























unilateral faction, letters such 
as the one from a ‘concerned 
student’ can be expected. 

The ‘Marathon’ itself was 
not as the ‘cheated student’ 
described it. In terms of for- 
mat and musical content, the 
week would be more closely 
typified with KDIA-AM, 
rather than a college radio 
Station observing Black His- 
tory. 

Not that there’s any fault 
there at all. It’s too bad that 
not everyone can enjoy the 
sounds of Bloodstone, 
Kaygees, Earth, Wind & Fire 
and Kool & The Gang which 
are incidentally the most 
played groups on KERS this 
month. 

As a participant in the 
‘Black Marathon’, I would like 
to present this openly: the ex- 
perience was not as I had ex- 
pected it to be (Or anything 
similar to my regular position 
during the soul weekend) the 
listenership must have easily 
doubled that week and 
answering the phone became 
more of a chore than usual, 
especially wher I didn’t have 
any idea where any of the par- 
ties were. Upon going on the 
air, I was informed that 
current soul & jazz was the 
only thing I could air accep- 
tably. I was more than well 
prepared to offer historic 
analysis of jazz greats like 
Coltrane, Lester Young, Art 
Blakey, Charlie Parker and 
the ‘Duke’ and the ‘Count.’ 
Even a man such as Ledbelly 
would fit apprupriately. 

I feel the radio station is not 
fulfilling it's expectations as a 
school station and as a model 
station in a valuable learning 
process. If more black jocks 
were able to become involved 
with various departments 
some of the existing problems 
might be solved. Another 
solution would include a slight 
concession on both sides. 

Quite personally, I’m fed up 
with the general «peration of 
the station. 

Problems have only 
seemed to multiply through 
the semester anc a majority of 
the staff feels that with a tur- 
nover in personnel next 
semester, things will 
Straighten themselves out. 
The lack of communication at 
this station is beyond com- 
prehension. Fur.ay...we’re a 
Major part in the com- 
munications world.

Under the protectiv.2 cloak 
of a disinterested electronic 
media and in the absence of 
public discussion, the issue of 
nuclear energy is liable to 
become the Pepsi 
generation’s number one 
headache. 

With cr without fanfare. 
every nuclear power plant in 
operation is producing an 
average of 400 pounds of 
radioactive plutonium wastes 
per year. 

Toxic to all life forms, this 
materiai retains some des- 
tructive potency up to 500,000 
years, more than 7] times 
longer than any previous 
civilization has lasted. The 
NRC, Nuclear Regulatory 
Agency, wants the job of wat- 
ching over it. 

The good word from the 
NRC, the Atomic Energy 
Commission's successor, is 
it’s “hoping’’ for a permanent 
disposai system by the end of 
this century. The NRC is 
backed by such concerned 
groups as PG&E, General 
Electric, WESTINGHOUSE, 
AND Sacramento Valley's 
“publicly owned’ SMU}). 


SMUD is ministering to our 
needs by spending $33 million 
on our next Rancho Seco type 
reactor, with no guarantee it 
can be built. It is scheduled for 
operation early in 1984. 

PG&E hopes to have 36 new 
California-based reactors in 
oreration within 25 years, and 
President Ford is urging the 
nationwide operation of 200 
plants in the next decade. 

Under Ford’s leadership, 
the U.S. is free-marketing 
US. - made nuciear power 
plants to foreign bidders. As 
the plants are an excellent 
source of the high-grade 
materials necessary for 
atomic weapons the result was 
predictable. 

Turkey has announced it 
will construct, via reactor 
fuels, its own nuclear 
bombs—as China and India 
have already done. West Ger- 
many and France are joining 
the U.S. in exporting nuclear 
technology to South America, 
South Africa and the Arab 
countries. 

Israel says it can make 
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“the bomb” with its reactors 
and technology. A Vietnamese 
reactor was recently unveiled 
by the Pentagon 

Like a bolt of greased 
lightning, the NRC has frozen 
77 export license applications 
and the airborne exporting 
and importing of nuclear 
materials. The NRC also an- 
nounced that U.S. expor- 
ting/importing will he 
resumed when ‘“‘transpor- 
tation safety problems” are 
solved in a few weeks. 


How to make the bomb is of 


. course no big secret. A recent 


bomb threat in Florida in- 
cluded the plans as part of the 
threatening note. We should 
consider the drawbacks in 
creating an era where nuclear 
devices may be available to 
any country, organization or 
po'verful individual who can 
afford them. 

Individuals or small-time 
dictators desiring to sup- 
plement their arsenals with A- 
bombs may soon be the next 
“superpowers” with a finger 
on the nuclear trigger. 

News of thousands of 
pounds of nuciear materials 
missing from U.S. power 
plants has barely created a 
stir. Not only one of the most 
toxic of substances, the 
nuclear materials are some of 
the most valuable—even in 
very small quantities. 

Insurance companies 
refuse to insure nuclear power 
plants against nuclear ac- 
cidents... Yet Reatier's Hides 
articles and President Ford 
still insist that nuclear power 
is the cleanest, safest and best 
source of energy. Funding fer 
alternative solar, wind and 
other low-technology /non- 
monopoly sources of clean 
energy are working on shoes- 
tring budgets and drawing lit- 
tle media attention. 

The U.S. committment to 
nuclear energy is an obsession 
reminescent of the attitude it 
once took toward atmospheric 
nuclear testing during the 
1950’s. Today the Micronesian 
islanders of Rongelap are that 
era’s victims. 

The Microriesians charge, 
“16 of 17 children born on the 
island have had surgery for 
thyroid tumors.”’ One 19-year- 
old died of Leukemia after 
thyroid surgery, and the rate 
of stillbirths is more than 
double that of other Mic- 
ronesian islands. 

The U.S. may decide to help 
the Micronesians, but will it 
seek to prevent the construc- 
tion and spread of nuclear 
power plants before there are 
other disasters here or 
elsewhere? Or will we 
gradually accept the nuclear 
spector as one of life’s risks? 

There are no assurances 
against a future nuclear 
super-disaster of either 
human error or design. Does 
the present administration or 
for that matter this generation 
have the right to jepordize the 
next 25,000 generations’ 
safety? 
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Wise up to violence 


Editor, the Hornet: 


I found it interesting that 
out of 58 shows whose names 
were listed in the student TV 
survey, 21 were police and 
violence shows. Ap- 
proximately 45 percent of 
these rated in the top 60. 

This brought to mind the 
principles of ‘‘nation 
building.’’ Nation building is 
reinforcement of those ideas 
which a government wishes its 
people to believe in. Our TV 
shows lead me to believe that 
forthcoming generations are 
becorning pre-planned for the 
biggest TV extravaganda of 
all...““Police State.”’ 

As we accept terror shows 
like S.W.A.T., we become 


inured to the ideas that formed 
*hese real life shows. S.W.A.T. 
is the American Gestapo at 
work. Hitlerian politics is 
Rockefelier Americanism. 

The control of the miedia 
propagandizes the youth to 
accept and thrill at the ‘‘dar- 
ing exploits of our public ser- 
vants at work.”’ 

All boiled down, it means 
this—accepting the validity of 
these shows by watching 
them, means glorifying those 
principles for which they ex- 
ist. These principles are 
propaganda-oriented. 

I was ashamed at the 
results of that survey. I hope 


people wise up.

Scientology: Church or hide-out?

An active member for the 
Church of Scientology ap- 
proached me Wednesday, Oc- 
tober 13, 1974 at 3:05 p.m. Her 
name was Patricia. 

On the Sacramento State 
University campus, Pat came 
up to me like she had known 
me for ages, and shook my 
hand. She introduced herself 
as Pat, on the pathway that 
leads from the Food Service

She is not a_ beautiful 
woman, having a_ scarred 
face, but seemed to have an 
overflowing and bubbly way of 
coming on. She mentioned 
working at a Scientology 
center after I asked if she went 
to CSUS. Pat replied that she 
did not go to school. 

Several minutes later after

Pat drove me down to the 
Church of Scientology in 
downtown Sacramento, 
located at 1725 23rd Street. On 
the way down to the office, Pat 
kept building up the program 
designed for classroom study. 
I asked her the price to enroll 
in such a course. She would not 
answer me. 


Shortly after arrival to 
Church of Scientology, I was 
asked to wait in a lounge and 
browse their reading 
materials on display. After 
waiting ten minutes, I was 
called into a private office. 

A man in his twenties with 
brown hair and mustache, 
clean cut in appearance, came 
on strongly like he had a per- 
sonal interest in me. A smooth 


T talker, he dsked me what 
’ troubled me in life, about the 


present and past. His facade 
was clear to see. He only 
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wanted my money and not to 
help me in any respect. 

This fellow recommended 
that I could use this classroom 
program to improve my 
ability to converse with 
others. An amount of fifty 
dollars was brought up as a 
tuition fee. This money would 
not even cover book expense.

Dr. Holland explained. ‘‘The 
program needs new 
blood—not that it was stalling. 
But I just had an itch to move. 
I’ve been in Sacramento for so 
long.’’ She is a 1955 graduate 
from El Camino Hieh 

UCLA liked Dr. Holland’s 
qualifications, and asked her 
to come to UCLA for an inter- 
view. She went down there last 
January, and tied Capt. Micki 
King of the US Air Force for 
the top choice. King, who is an 
Olympic gold medalist in 
diving, was given the job, but 
she resigned a month later 
because she preferred to 
remain at the Academy. 

Dr. Holland was offered the 
job, and accepted it. 

‘IT wasn’t angry or 
anything,’’ she said on being 
second choice. ‘‘I just said 
‘yeah’.”’ 

So Dr. Holland will take the 
helm July | as the first official 
director of UCLA’s women’s 
athletic program. 

‘It's a brand new 
department,’ she explained. 
“They've (athletic program) 
never done a lot. Now they’re 
getting the money and the 
university behind it.”’ 

As was the case at CSUS, 
Dr. Holland will have no 
coaching duties down south. 
She will be a full-time ad- 
ministrator. 

Although Dr. Holland will 
leave an $18,711 budgeted 
program for an estimated 
$260,000 program, she called 
CSUS’s program one of the 
best considering the school’s 
size and resources.
